The  wheels  of  the  heavily  loaded  box  car  grated  and  squeaked  as  they 
click-clacked  over  the  steel  rails.  It  was  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  We — 
Stupe  and  I,  looked  far  off  at  the  horizon  where  the  great  Black  Hawk  moun- 
tains loomed  up  against  the  clear  sky.  The  mountains  were  black  and  purple 
and  a  mist  hung  over  them,  giving  them  a  cool,  moist  look.  But  even  as  we 
gazed  and  marvelled  at  their  grandeur  we  noticed  the  strange,  dusty  taste 
in  our  already  parched  mouths  and  throats.

The  view  itself  was  enough  to  make  a  person 
uncomfortably  warm — lint — there  was  a  breeze  blowing;  not  the  kind  of 
breeze  that  one  usually  calls  to  mind,  no  indeed.  It  was  like  that  from  an 
oven ;  it  was  as  if  a  great  fan  had  been  placed  in  a  furnace  and  we  were  sitting 
stupidly  in  front  of  the  open  door.  It  was  warm,  yes  very  warm;  in  fact  it 
was  hot.  Stupe  looked  at  me  and  bestowed  on  me  a  smile  that  said,  "Its 
mighty  hot,  but  we  don't  mind;  do  we,  kid?"  I  smiled  back  my  answer  of, 
"No,  we  kind  of  enjoy  it  some  way  or  other.  We  don't  want  everything  to 
be  just  right." 

Neither  had  spoken  a  word,  yet  we  both  understood,  and  consequently 
both  sat  there  content  at  slowly  being  burned  to  a  crisp. 

But  this  could  not  go  on  forever.  The  old  sid-wheeled  "O"  engine  gave 
three  shrieks  such  as  a  great  monster  might  have  produced  at  seeing  water 
after  such  a  pull  through  that  blazing  plain.  At  sound  of  the  whistle  we  both 
leaped  to  our  feet— our  eyes  glowing  with  joy;  we  had  forgotten  the  heat 
and  the  scenery.  We  knew  what  it  meant — it  meant  an  oasis.  We  scrambled 
down  from  trie  observation  platform  of  our  side-door  pullman.  We  could 
smell  the  steel-brake  shoes  burning  as  they  made  it  their  business  to  stop 
the  on  coming  procession  of  freight. 

Here  was  water — we  could  have  all  we  wished — yet  we  stood  there  grin- 
ning at  one  another  as  lunatics  might  have  grinned  at  seeing  a  burning  build- 
ing. We  were  not  exactly  crazy  however;  we  were  only  contemplating  the  joy 
and  strength  we  would  get  from  the  drink.  When  finally  we  had  washed 
the  dust  and  torrid  atmosphere  from  our  mouths,  we  did  not  drink  much, 
three  or  four  swallows  probably.  Not  that  that  was  all  we  wanted— no— I 
could  have  gulped  down  a  quart  of  the  refreshing  stuff  without  taking  a 
breath;  but  that  would  never  do,  for  we  had  two  more  hours  of  heat  before 
the  sun  would  get  low  and  the  cool  breezes  from  the  mountains  and  the  desert 
would  be  upon  us. 

The  rest  of  the  afternoon  passed  quietly.  Now  and  then  a  monstrous 
jack-rabbit  would  jump  up  and  race  the  train  for  a  hundred  yards,  or  a 
snake  would  crawl  lazily  from  under  a  cactus  only  to  crawl  back  again  in 
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disgust  at  the  sun ;  or  in  a  stagnant  pool  a  turtle  would  be  sleeping  on  a 
stone  or  a  log. 

We  were  not  bothered  any  more  from  lack  of  water.  'We  only  looked 
at  the  scenery  as  the  low  freight  swung  along  the  curving  track.  We  were 
coming  into  the  foothills  now.  On  the  east  rose  high  cliffs,  and  on  some 
were  vivid  red  spots  which  we  soon  discovered  were  shale.  It  was  unusually 
red,  blood  red — and  reminded  one  of  an  enormous  open  wound  on  the  side 
of  a  giant. 

We  looked  back  down  the  tracks ;  there  it  lay — a  great  swerving,  graceful 
path  that  lay  between  great  hills  of  rock  and  sand.  We  could  see  and  trace  its* 
course  for  miles. 

We  were  becoming  tired.  Hunger  had  begun  to  tell  us  the  time  of  day. 
We  had  been  riding  all  day  and  it  was  now  nearly  six  o'clock.  The  jolt  and 
twist  of  the  car  seemed  to  get  more  and  more  tiresome ;  it  seemed  to  shake  us 
up  as  if  we  were  on  the  ocean.  We  were  empty.  I  felt  like  a  boiler  with 
some  nice  sharp  stones  being  shaken  inside.  I  dreamed  of  great  tender 
steaks,  good  crisp  potatoes  and  even  of  a  great  traditional  Thanksgiving 
turkey  with  all  its  trimmings  and  sauces.  But  to  my  dismay  these  thoughts 
seemed  only  to  make  my  condition  worse.  I  looked  at  Stupe — my  pal — he 
was  going  off  into  the  distant  fleecy  clouds  that  crowned  the  sky  line.  His 
face  had  changed;  he  too  was  hungry.  But  as  he  turned  toward  me  he 
smiled.  He  always  smiled — and  I  smiled  too.  We  always  smiled.  We 
were  happy — we  didn't  mind  being  hungry  for  a  time.  It  would  only  make 
our  next  meal  more  enjoyable. 

The  train  was  gaining  speed  rapidly.  We  were  going  down  a  grade. 
The  engine  whistled  four  times.  The  brakes  began  to  take  hold  with  a 
grinding,  screeching  noise.  We  were  assured  we  were  coming  to  a  town. 
Yes,  it  was  the  division  of  the  railroad.     It  was  Gillette,  Wyoming. 

We  hopped  off  at  a  grade  crossing  that  looked  as  if  it  might  lead  to  town. 
We  walked  hurriedly.  Our  sides  ached  with  hunger;  they  felt  as  if  they  were 
on  the  verge  of  caving  it.  Suddenly  Stupe  gave  a  gleeful  little  chuckle  and 
verred  off  to  the  left,  grabbing  me  and  dragging  me  in  his  wake  as  he  did  so 
It  was  a  little  lunch  car  that  had  caught  his  eye.  It  was  barely  high  enough 
for  a  man  to  stand  up  in  and  there  were  only  about  five  seats  along  an  old 
rough  counter.

The  Review  Story  Contest 


The  twenty-seventh  annual  Review  Story  Contest  was  the  most  success- 
ful ever  held.  The  contest  this  year  broke  all  previous  records  in  the  num- 
ber of  stories  entered,  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  having  been  submitted.

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Junior-Senior  Reception 

The  annual  Junior-Senior  Reception  held  on  the  evening  of  April  the 
twenty-eighth  was  the  most  beautiful  party  ever  held  in  the  gymnasium.

The  ceiling  and  walls  of  the  gym  were  hidden  by  long  streamers  of 
Egyptian  paper  in  soft  tones  of  lavendar,  brown,  pink,  blue,  tan,  and  green 
which  made  the  bare  gym  into  a  colorful  and  charming  palace.  Wide  bands 
of  paper  with  Egyptian  figures  in  silhouette  constituted  a  border  around  the 
upper  part  of  the  walls  and  from  the  center  of  the  room  hund  a  large  square 
lamp  with  the  silhouette  figures  on  the  four  sides. 

At  one  end  of  the  room  was  placed  a  replica  of  the  Senior  shield,  finished 
in  gold,  and  placed  on  a  black  background.  At  the  other  end  was  the  sepulchre 
of  King  Tut  which  was  broken  open  during  the  evening  revealing  Dorothy 
Abaly,  wrapped  in  many  windings  to  imitate  a  mummy.
